The question of slayery was discussed, and alas! 
against their consciences, the northern brethren enter- 
ed into 2 compromise with the slaveholders, something 
like the federal compact, and agreed to tolerate the} 
highest possible iniquity,rather than dissolve the Pres- 
byterian confederacy. Yet, the understandings, sen-| 
sibilities, and consciences of many revolted against 
that perfidious departure from godliness; and, to pa-| 
eify the clamor of their minds against this abandon- 
ment of truth, theyinserted the following illustration of 
slavery,—which the slaveholders permitted to standin 
the book, being convinced that in practice, it would be 
only a dead letter. » 

It is found in all the editions of “the Constitution ef 
the Presbyterian Church,” printed before the year 
1818, and constitutes the note appended to the hun- 
dred and forty-second question of the larger Cate- 
chism ;--““What are the sins forbidden in the eighth 
commandment?” The answer states, among other 
sins, man-stealing! And this is the account of that 
gin officially “ratified and adopted by the Synod of 
New York and Philadelphia, held at Philadelphia, 
May the sixteenth, 1788, and continued, by adjourn- 
ment, until the twenty-eighth of the same.” Our 
General Assembly thus annotate. +1 Tim. i. 10. “The 
law is made—for men-stealers. This crime, among 
the Jews, exposed the perpetrators cf it to capital pun- 
ishment; Exodus xxi. 16; he thu! stealeth a man and 
selleth him, or if he be found in hishand, he shall sure- 
ly be put to death: andthe apostle here classes them 
with sinners of the first rank. The word he uses, in 
its original import comprehends all who are concerned 
in bringing any of the human race into slavery, on de; 
taining them in it, Hominum fures, qui servos vel li- 
beros abducunt, retinent, vendunt, vel emunt— 
STEALERS OF MEN ARE ALL ‘THOSE WHO 
BRING oe SUAVE a PR AND 

EP,SELL,OR BUY THEM. To steal a Tree- 
man, says Grotius, is the highest kind of theft. In 
other instances we only steal human propeity, but 
when we steal or retain men in slavery, we steal those, 
who, in common with ourselves, are constituted by the 
original grant, lords of the earth. Genesisi.28. God 
blessed them, and.God said unto them, be fruitful and 
multiply and replenish the’earth and subdue: it; and 
have dominion over the fish of the sea, and over the 
fowl of the air, and over every living thing that moy- 
eth upon the earth, Vide Poli synopsin in loco. 

This was theauthorized doctrine of the Presbyteri- 
an church, on the snbject of slavery, from the meet- 
ing of the first General Assembly, in 1789, until the 
General Assembly in 1818, when that body determin- 
ed thatthe note above quoted was no part of the be- 
lief and doctrine of the Presbyterian church. In reply 
to this fallacy, it must beobserved, that every minis- 
ter ordained prior to that meeting, solemnly declared 
his assent to the constitution ofthe church as it then ex- 
isted, not as it was altered by that faerfulbody. The 
question isnot so much, however, whether that doc- 
trine be obligatory upon all Presbyterians, merely be-

her guilt. The overseer asked her if she would pay 
for the fowl. She said something in reply which I did 
not clearly understand. The question was repeated, 
jand a similar reply again given. The overseer then! 
jsaid, “Putherdown.} On this the wonian sct up a 
shriek, and rent the air with her cries of terror. Her 
countenance grew quite ghastly, and her lips became 
pale and livid. I was close to her and particularly no- 
ticed her remarkable aspect and expression. of coun- 
tenance. The overseer swore fearfully, and repeated 
his order—“Put her down!” ‘The woman then eraved 1 
permission to tie some covering round her nakedness, 
{which she was allowed todo. She was then extended 
jon the ground, and held down by two negroes. Her 
| gown and shift were literally torn from her back, and, 
thus brutally exposed, she was subjected to the cart- 
whip. The punishment inflicted on this poor creature 
Was inhumanly severe. She was. a woman somewhat 
| plump in her person, and the whip being wielded with 
great vigor, every stroke cut deep into the flesh. She 
writhed and twisted her body violently under the inflic- 
tion—moaning loudly, but uttering no exclamation in 
words, except once when she cried out, entreating that 
her nakedness might not be indecently exposed,—ap- 
pearing to suffer, fiom matronly modesty, even more 
acutely on account of her indecent exposure than the 
cruel laceration of her body. But the overscer only | 
noticed her appeal by a brutal reply (too gross to he 
repeated,) and the flogsing continued. Disgusted as 
I was, I witnessed the whole toa close. I numbered 
the lashes, stroke by stroke, and counted fifty,—thus 
exceeding, by eleven, thenumber allowed by the Colo- 
‘nial law to be inflicted at the arbitrary will of the mas- 
jter or manager. ‘This was the only occasion on which 
'T saw the legal number of 39 lashes exceeded, but I 
never knew the overseer or head book-keeper give 
less than 39. This poor victim was shockingly lace- 
rated. When permitted to rise, she again shrieked 
violently. The overseer swore roughly, and threaten- 
ed, if she was not quiet, to put hor down again. He 
then ordered her to be taken to the hot-house or hos- 
pital, and put in the stocks. She was tobe confined 
in the stocks for several nights, while she worked in 
the yard during the day at light work. She was too 
severely mangled to be able to go to the field for some 
days. This flogging took place on the 27th of Septem- 
ber. 
13th. The flogging of anold man, about 60 years 
of age, is the last case I shall mention. He was the 
third driver upon the estate,—there being five altogeth- 
er, whose sole employment was literally driving, or co- 
eremg by the whip, the negro population to labor.— 
With this old man I had had some conversation, and 
felt particularly interested in him, for his silvery locks 
and something in his aspect reminded me powerfully 
of my aged father, whom I had left in England, He 
had been upon the estate a great number of years. He 
told me that not one of the negroes belonging tothe 
ang he wrought in when he first came to New 
Ground was now alive. Hecame up to the oyersecr’s 
door at shell blow one day, and gave in, asis the prac- 
tice, on _a tally or bitof notched stick, his account of 
the half day’s work of the gang he superintended— 
The overseer was dissatisfied—said it was insufficient 
—and ordered him to get a flogging, The old man 
said, “Well, Busha, me could have done no better, had 
you been standing by.” Then, groaning deeply, he 
laid down his staff'and whip, unloosed his clothes, and 
lay quietly down to be flogeed without being, held.— 
One of the other drivers, Batis a called forward, j 
appeared yery reluctant to perform fice; but, on4 
the Overseer swearing a rough oath or two, he pro- 
ceeded to inflict the usual punishment of 39 lashes.— 
The old man, looking upin the oyerseer’s face implo- 
ringly, cried out after every stroke for several minutes, 
“Busha! Busha! Busha!” but seeing no Signsiof re- 
lenting, he ceased to call on him, expressing his feel~ 
ings only by groans. I was deeply affected by tl 
sight, and felt at the moment that these groans we) 
an awful appeal to the judgment seat of Him who 
heareth the cry of the oppressed.

It is well: known 
that many» masters are so avaricious that they | 
cannot be satisfied with a reasonable quantity of | 
labor. The manner in which these unfeeling 
monsters exact labor from their poor slaves may 
bemlustrated by a Single fact, the Knowledge of} 
} which came tu me from a respectable source, and 
though it appears*most shocking to every humane | 
feeling, yet I believe it can be fully attested. 
A wealthy citizen of Georgia, purchased, on | 
i irls, who probably were 
aving brought them 
hands of his oy erseer, 
and ordered him to assign them a certain Portion 
of labor during each day of the week, and in case | 
they should fail to perform it, he was commande | 
ed to give them a considerable number of lashes | 
each, and to add the remainder of the task to the | 
next day’s labor, and in case they should fail to | 
perform the whole he was ordered to add to the | 
number of lashes in Proportion to the failure, and | 
still to add the deficiency to the next day’s labor, 
and thus he was daily to increase both the labor 
and stripes in case of failure.

A respectable gentleman, who is now a citizen 
of Flemingsburg, Fleming county, Kentucky,was, 
when in the State of South Carolina, invited by 
a slaveholder, to walk with him and take a view 
of his farm. He complied with the invitation 
thus given, and in their gyalk they came to the 
place where the slaves were at work, and found | 
the oversver whipping one of them very seyerely \ 
for not keeping pace with his fellows i 
the poor fellow alledged that he was k, and 
could not work-—The master seemed to think all 
was well enough, hence he and the gentleman 
passed on. In the space of an hour they return- 
ed Ly the same way, and found that the poor 
slave, wha had been whipped as they first passed 
by the field of labor, was actually dead! This I 
have from unquestionable authority. 

Thus we see that a nierciless overseer will push 
his hapless slave for his labor, to the last moment, 
and follow him with the torturing lash into the 
very gates of eternity ! 
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A certain citizen of Kentueky parchased a piece 
of furniture, and after he brought it home, his 


wife unfortunately broke sum small part of it, 


and that: 1 the’presence of a neighboring gentle- 


persisted in her charge against her. Atlength the 
bratish master seized the poor unfortunate girl, 
drew her clothes up over her head, hanged her by 
them to the limb ofa tree, and jn that shamefy! 
position whipt her several times very severely, 
By the extremity of torture she was sometimes 
forced to say that she did break the furniture, but 
in the moment of respite she would honestly deny 
it again—and this subjected her to. more torture. 
Fortunately for the poor girl the gentleman who

happened to be passing by—he paused in amaze- 


ment at the shocking seene—he Soon discovered 
the cause of the cruelty—indignation overcame 
him—he approached the brutish master and told 


in his presence, and declared that if he did not 
cease from torturing the poor gul he would give 
him as much as he had given her—with this the 
shameless monster thought it necessary to com- 
ply, and for that time the poor girl was. released 
from his torturing hand. ‘Phe gentleman who 
rescued the girl and Stated this fact, is now a re- 
sident of the state of Ohio, and is known to be a 
man of truth. 

it is painful to my feelings to record such a 
shameful Outrage upon decency and humanity ;

| plays of slaveholding power, one that ought to 
make every slaveholding nation tremble, and one 
that must fill every humane bosom with horror ! | 
I will give it just as 1 received it from the pen of — 
the Rev. William Dickey, who is well acquaint- 
ed with the circumstances which he describes, 
and who is a man of undoubted veracity. 


‘Tn the county of Livingston, Ky. near the 
mouth of Cumberland, lived Lilburn Lewis, a 
sister’s son of the venerable Jefferson. He, ‘ who 
suckled at fair Freedom’s breast ’ was the wealthy 
owner of a considerable number of slaves, whom 
he drove constantly, fed sparingly and lashed se- 
verely. ‘The consequence was, they would run 
away. This must have given, to a man of spirit 
and a man of business great anxieties until he 
found them, or until they had starved out, and 
returned. Among the rest was an ill grown boy 
about seventeen, who having just returned from a

When, as though the earth would cover out of 
sight, the nefarious scene, and as though the great 
master in Heaven would put a mark of his dis- 
pleasure upon such monstrous eruelty, a sudden 
and surprising shock of Earthquake overturned 
the coarse and heavy backwall, composed of rock 
and clay, which completely covered the fire, and 
the remains of George. This put an end to the 
amusements of the evening. The negroes were 
now permitted to disperse, with charges to keep 
this matter among themselves, and never to whis- 
per it in the neighborhood, under the penalty of 
a like punishment. When he retired the lady 
exclaimed, ‘O ! MrLewis where have you been 
and what have you done!’ She had heard a 
strange pounding, and dreadful screams, and had 
smelled something like fresh meat burning! He 
said that he had never enjoyed himself at a ball 
so well as he had enjoyed himself that evening. 
Next morning he ordered the negroes to rebuild 
the backwall, and he himself superintended the 
work throwing the pieces of flesh that still re- 
mained with the Lones, behind as it went up, 
thus hoping to conceal the matter. But it could 
not be hid—much as the negroes seemed to haz- 
ard they whispered the horrid decd to the neigh- 
hors, who came, and hefore his eyes tore down 
the wall, and finding the remains of the boy, they 
testified against him. But befere the court sat, 
to which he was bound over, he was, by an act 
of suicide, with George, in the eternal world.
